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Court Watching: 


White forgets check, 
given until Friday to 
come up with $25,000

Thomas A. White, Belleville’s disbarred 
attorney who is charged with 20 felonies 
that took at least some 
$1.9 million from his 
clients, was in Wayne 
County Circuit Court 
Tuesday morning for 


sentencing. 

But, White has 
i = announced he has 

changed lawyers and 


White he “forgot” to bring 
the cashier’s check for $25,000 in earnest 
money. 

Judge Dalton Arnold Roberson gave him 
until Friday to come up with the $25,000. 
If he does, he will be given something like 
another month to come up with the rest of 
the $900,000 he promised to produce. 

That money would be divided among the 
victims on a percentage basis, Michigan 
State Police Detective/Sergeant Joseph 
White told the victims gathered outside the 
courtroom. He said it is three-quarters of 
what he took. 

He said the new attorney White has 
was not prepared to go forward and so 
Judge Roberson gave him a few days to 
get prepared. White’s former attorney was 
Michael Vincent. 

“This is how the wheels turn,” Det/ 
Sgt. White said to the frustrated victims 
of defendant White’s embezzlement and 
criminal enterprise, all from the Belleville 
area. 

White was charged with the first five 
felonies on Sept. 4, 2013 and the next 15 
in December 2013. The 20 felonies were 
combined in the spring of 2014. He pled 
no contest to 20 felonies on Nov. 3, 2014, 
the day his jury trial was to begin. The no- 
contest plea is treated as a guilty plea. 

When the victims asked how much time

On Monday morning, after a snowfall of some 17 inches, the sun came out on a snow-covered city of Belleville. The roads were 
passable because the DPW crews did their final passes beginning at 3 a.m.

White will get, Det./Sgt. White said it 
will be 2-3 years if he comes up with the 
promised money. 

It will be 30 years in prison if he doesn’t, 
Det./Sgt. White said. 

He said if White turns up on Friday 
without any money, he will be immediately 
taken to jail. 

“The only person being accommodated is 
Tom White,” said one of the victims. “The 
rest of us are getting screwed.” 

“Judge Roberson is not happy right now,” 
Det./Sgt. White said. 

Earlier he said there is no way to tell what 
Judge Roberson will do. 

One victim said, “I trusted this man. I’ve 
known him since he was 15.” The man had 
been a school teacher at Belleville High 
School and defendant White had been his 
student. 

“You can see how well I did with him,” 
he said ruefully. He said it took him an hour 
and a half to get to court from Belleville that 
morning because his tires were low on air 
and he had to pull over. Then, the freeway 
traffic was snarled. He was very frustrated. 

Another man, one of the ten victims 
present, showed his anger, saying he had 
to take off work to come and now it’s 
postponed again. 
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The victims started waiting in Judge 
Margaret Van Houton’s courtroom where 
the sentencing had been scheduled. After 
about an hour of waiting, they were 
directed up a floor to a courtroom used by 
Judge Roberson, the retired judge who had 
presided over previous court sessions for 
White while Van Houton was out having 
knee and foot surgery. 

Shortly after they were seated in his 
courtroom, Judge Roberson told the victims 
the case had been adjourned until Friday. 
Det./Sgt. White gathered the victims 
together in the hall to talk to them. Many of 
them had hoped to make victims’ statements 


before the judge pronounced sentence. 

Charges against White include 15 charges 
of embezzlement, four of those over 
$100,000 each. He also was charged with 
forging a check and two counts of identity 
theft, along with larceny by conversion. 

White, 47, a lifelong Belleville resident, 
also was charged with conducting a criminal 
enterprise while embezzling millions of 
dollars from trusting clients and their 
families. 

He currently is renting a house in Sumpter 
Township and lives with his two sons and 
two dogs. About two months ago JaniKing 
terminated White’s franchise.

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VBT DDA revises employment agreement for Assistant Exec. Dir.

Van Buren Township Downtown 
Development Authority Executive Director 
Susan Ireland explained the situation that 
had her requesting 
a future raise and a 
training class for her 

newly hired assistant. 
At its regular meeting 


on Jan. 27, Executive 
Director Ireland 
explained that she 


recently learned that á 
the township no longer Lothringer 
provides for payment “in lieu of health 
care” which she had put into the contract 
for her new Assistant Executive Director 
Lisa Lothringer. 

She said in lieu of health care, the contract 
approved paying $2,000 a year. She doesn’t 
take the township’s health care. 

“In the spirit of support, I would ask that 
the DDA Board consider payment in an 
amount of $1,750 to Monroe Community 
College to obtain OMPC (Online Marketing 
Certified Professional) certification and 
after satisfactory completion of this course 
work and subsequent certification that the 
DDA Board approve a merit increase of 
$998 for an annual salary for calendar year 
2015 of $49,998,” she wrote in a Jan. 20 
memo. 

At the meeting, Ireland said, “It would be 
a benefit in taking the class. It’s not right 
to have an increase in pay. It’s more like a 
merit thing.” 

The board approved Ireland’s proposal for 
the class and the pay increase and approved 
Addendum 1 to Lothringer’s employment 
agreement that took out the paragraph on 
the Employee Benefits Plan. 

Ireland said the OMCP certification 
is a comprehensive overview of online 
marketing. All of the courses must be 
completed within six months and upon 
successful completion, application can be 
made for certification. 

Lothringer began work on Jan. 5 at 
an annual salary of $49,000. She has a 
Bachelor of Business Education degree 
with a concentration in marketing. The 
OMCP work is being considered continuing 
education. 

In other business at the Jan. 27 meeting, 
the DDA heard reports from Ireland on: 

e Belleville Road and I-94 North 
Service Road sidewalks. Ireland said 
Wayne County is again reviewing the 
sidewalk plan which includes a French 
drain north of Tyler Road. She said it is 
still anticipated construction will occur 
this spring. Dave Nummer of Wade Trim 
engineers said that the plan with the French 
Drain at the mobile home park has a 
backup plan that the county wanted. If the 


French drain doesn’t work, they will have 
to put in ditching and culverts, with about 
a 6” bump in the driveways to go over the 
culvert. DDA member Ron Blank, who 
owns the mobile home park at that part 
of the sidewalk, said that he couldn’t vote 
for this because he would file a restraining 
order if that is being done because he can’t 
have the only ditch on Belleville Road at 
his property. Nummer said he asked the 
county, “We have to fix your problem, your 
road, your right of way?” and the county 
said, “Yes.” Nummer pointed out the DDA 
is buying right of way to allow the county 
to widen Belleville Road. DDA member 
Mark Laginess pointed out the French drain 
would be a short-term fix for the drainage 
there. No vote was needed on this project 
at the meeting. Nummer said, “I don’t think 
you’ll ever see a drop of water out there ... 
There was never water there before”; 

e Belleville Road Signalization Project: 
This project is essentially closed out, but 
the State of Michigan will keep the file 
open for about 24 months to make sure 
nothing extraordinary materializes. The 
county said they always had just yellow 
traffic signals and so they will replace the 
black signals at their cost, but may ask the 
DDA to pay a very small amount; 

e Belleville/Ecorse Road Landscape: 
The final landscape plans have been 
submitted to Wayne County for approval. 
The county has a concern with the area in 
front of Stack’s. Because of safety concerns, 
the county was requiring that the DDA 
include MDOT Special 99 fencing from 
the guard rail on the east, to the entrance 
to Stacks on eastbound Ecorse Road (about 
218’ of chain link fence with reinforced 
wiring running through the fence, at a cost 
of $4,360). The goal of the fencing is to 
prohibit vehicles from exiting Stack’s 
directly onto Ecorse Road. The DDA voted 
unanimously to instead pay $10,900 for 
a decorative, wrought iron type fence, 3’ 
high, that the county approves of; 

e Winter Holiday Decorations: The new 
decorations were very nice, but there was a 
problem with the electric service. When it 
rained or snowed, the ground-fault circuit 
interrupter would blow and the electrician 
would have to be called out to replace the 
GFI. It is apparent some electrical upgrades 
will have to be done this spring/summer. 
Also, Ireland would like to see the lighted 
figures spread out because she thinks they 
were too bunched together; 

e Region Detention Pond: Wade 
Trim has completed the final draft of the 
preliminary analysis. A meeting with 
Wayne County for comments has been 
requested and a meeting has been held with 
the RV dealership property owner. The 
property owner supports the project but 
doesn’t want to lose frontage on the North

I-94 Service Drive. The pond has been 
proposed to be built along the county drain 
east of his business. The drain easement is 
50’ wide now and the pond plans would 
make it 100-200’. From there, the drain 
shoots under the freeway heading toward 
Belleville Lake. Wade Trim has earned 
the $30,000 approved by the DDA for 
preliminary work on the regional pond, 
so the DDA approved another $20,000 for 
Wade Trim only if Wayne County says the 
project is possible. The extra work would 
be postponed until they get a yes from the 
county, Laginess said; 

e Communication Associates: Assistant 
Director Lothringer and Ireland met with 
Communication Associates, the DDA’s 
public relations contractor, to review 
what has been done and make suggestions 
for the future with regard to the web 
site, social media, etc., since this will be 
a primary responsibility of Lothringer. 
She has reviewed their initial proposal 
and has begun investigating in order to 
begin formulating a plan with goals and 
objectives. Ireland said they hope to come 
up with something “a little more solid”; 

¢ DuPont Imprelis Claims Resolution: 
Ireland said she has spent many, many 
hours on this. A few trees planted by the 
DDA died as a result of the Imprelis spray, 
but Imprelis cannot send the $715.30 to 
the DDA because they are not the property 
owner of record. They have to send it to 
Applebee’s. Ireland received a call from 
Applebee’s Corporate not understanding 
why they were being contacted. Ireland 
said she told them what had occurred and 
told her if they did get a check for $715.50, 
they could endorse it and forward it to 
the DDA. She said she has heard nothing 
since that conversation. DDA member Ron 
Blank told Ireland, “If Applebee’s signs 
over the check, fine, otherwise don’t spend 
any more time on it”; 

e Emergency Sirens: Van Buren Township 
is moving forward with the installation of 
emergency sirens throughout the township. 
Besides the DDA, the project is being 
funded through CDBG funds in the low to 
moderate income area, and the Van Buren 
Civic Fund. VBT Supervisor Linda Combs 


said they have run into some electrical 
problems and need to upgrade the service 
in a few locations; and 

e Property Acquisition: The DDA is 
now owner of 10101 and 10151 Belleville 
Road. The Harris family is pleased that the 
DDA acquired the property and it would 
not be turned into a commercial business. 
Supervisor Combs and DDA member 
Carol Bird volunteered to be on a sub- 
committee to work out where the DDA 
might like to go with this project. Combs 
said it is “a nice piece of property.” Ireland 
said the honeysuckles on the property are 
100 years old. 

Ireland also asked for a subcommittee 
to assist in project prioritization and a 
review of budget allocations. Volunteers 
were DDA members Mark Laginess, Craig 
Atchinson, and Helen Foster. 

A request by Ireland for $1,000 to pay for 
her registrations to two workshops and a 
Lansing Day conference by the Michigan 
Downtown Association was unanimously 
approved. Ireland serves on the board of 
the MDA.

Unfunded liabilities 
cast shadow on 
Belleville finances 


After the Plante Moran consultant gave 
a summary of Belleville’s financial audit 
of $2.2 million for last fiscal year, done by 
Alan C. Young, she raved about how good 
the findings were. 

She said there were “no findings, no 
suggestions for improvement ... It was 
very good.” The fund balance is at 35% of 
the budget which is excellent, she said. 

Actually, she was praising the work of 
her own firm, Plante Moran, which does the 
financial work for the city, along with city 
employees who are watching their pennies. 

Planning Commissioner Mike Renaud, 
who keeps an eye on city finances, said 
from the audience that he didn’t want to put 
a damper on things, but he wanted to know 
about the city’s $7 million in unfunded 
liabilities for retirees’ pensions and health 
care that keeps on growing. 

The consultant said those liabilities are 
set off to the side now, but will be coming 
more and more to the forefront. She said 
it’s a common problem for municipalities 
and no one has any solutions. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley said in negotiating 
the union contracts, they are looking at 
what long-term liabilities come with any 
changes in the contract. 

Things look really bright when you just 
look at the city budget. But, if you step back 
with Renaud and look at the whole picture, 
the picture is not so bright. 

Somebody’s going to have to come up 
with a solution.

Environmental Comm. 
chairman responds 


To the Editor: 

In the Jan. 29 Independent you 
published an article about the VBT 
Environmental Commission cancelling 
their January meeting and using 
the time to tour and become more 
familiar with the hazardous waste 
landfill operation in our township. 

The commission was unfairly and 
inaccurately portrayed as some sort 
of covert operation, having secretive 
meetings out of the public’s sight. US 
Ecology (formerly EQ) extended an 
invitation to us to tour their site and 
there is only so much “public” that you 
can pile into an eight-passenger SUV for 
the trip. 

Commission members are appointed, 
not elected. They are not employees 
of the township. We are a group of 
volunteer residents who have a passion 
about the environment providing input 
and making recommendations to the 
Township Board on a wide variety of 
environmental issues. 

The community is fortunate that our 
township has such a commission. We do 
frequently cancel meetings for lack of 
agenda, quorum, or to take the 
opportunity to broaden our knowledge of 
operations in our community. 

As for your comment about cable TV, 
our meetings are always open to the public 
even though we historically have little or 
no audience. 

We meet in a smaller room that is 
more conducive to the size of our group 
and number of guests. Sitting around a 
table face-to-face makes for much better 
interaction and more productive meetings 
than sitting in the board room and wasting 
township resources.

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Planners OK rezoning for 
Denton/Michigan development

At its Jan. 28 meeting, the Van Buren 
Township Planning Commission voted 
unanimously to recommend rezoning of 
1.99 acres from C (Local Business) to C-1 
(General Business). 

The two parcels are located at 49230 
Michigan Avenue and 5825 Denton Road, 
at the northeast corner of Denton and 
Michigan. 

The applicant, Denton Partners LLC, 
proposes a new fueling station with 
convenience store and a drive-through 
restaurant on the site. 

Tom Demond of Voss Engineering, 
representing Denton Partners, at a previous 
meeting said they would tear down the old 
Willow Run Market as part of the project. 

The recommendation to rezone will 
now go to the township board for a final 
decision. 

The commission also discussed a 
proposed addition to Section 12.02 of the 
Zoning Ordinance to permit outdoor dining 
and table service in the C-1 district. 

Commissioner Carl Johnson asked if this 
would be added to the ordinances that are 
being updated as an overall project. 

Patrick Sloane, a planner from McKenna 
Associates, said this amendment would be 
put in place as soon as possible because 
Belleville Development planned an outdoor 
eating area in its project on the former Big 


Boy site. 

The amendment was introduced at the 
Jan. 14 meeting. Sloane said he would take 
it back for more updates, including which 
parts would be approved administratively 
and what would trigger a return trip to the 
planning commission. Also, they would 
address parking, including whether the 
new Seats in the outdoor dining area would 
need to be included in the numbers that 
determined the number of parking spaces 
required.

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Sumpter Board gets demonstration of new fire dept. turnout gear

The Sumpter Township Board of 
Trustees, plus a number of people in the 
audience at the Jan. 27 board meeting, 
got a demonstration of the new, recently 
purchased fire department turnout gear. 

“It’s nice to see where some of our tax 
dollars are going,” said Supervisor John 
Morgan. 

Fire Chief Joseph Januszyk said since 
the fire department got delivery of $20,000 
worth of new turnout gear they thought fire 
fighters should show the township what it 
bought. 

Chief Januszyk first showed the old 
turnout gear that was manufactured in 
August 1995 and has holes in it that can’t 
be fixed. He said they no longer will fix 
gear with 7-10 years of use. 

He showed the old, plain, rubber boots 
that have steel toes which make your feet 
feel like they are in a vice. They are not 
comfortable, he emphasized. 

The helmet he held up is three years old 
and still serviceable. 

Trustee Bill Hamm, who has been a paid 
per call fire fighter for eight years, got up 
from his place at the board table and went 
into the front of the audience with Januszyk 
to show off his new equipment. 

Chief Januszyk showed the drag strap 
hidden in a pocket between Hamm’s 
shoulders on the new suit that can be used to

pull an injured fire fighter out of a building. 
It also can be hooked to a helicopter line 
to pull the fire fighter up from a problem 
location. 

Hamm showed the new leather boots that 
have arch supports, good traction, and are 
comfortable. 

The brand-new helmets are equivalent 
to what Van Buren and Augusta Township 
fire fighters wear, Hamm said. There is a 
light on the helmet that pierces the smoke, 
he said. 

Januszyk said when the light is on it also 
allows a partner to see where a firefighter 
is inside a smoky house. Each light is 
powered by two lithium batteries. 

Hamm said he has worn used equipment 
for the past eight years and it is exciting to 
get the newest equipment. 

He showed where his name is on the back 
across the bottom of his jacket, so it won’t 
be covered by his breathing tank on his 
upper back. 

The colors are yellow and silver stripes 
on light tan suits, so they can tell their 
Sumpter fire fighters from those in other 
departments at a fire scene. 

In other business at the Jan. 27 meeting, 
the board: 

e Held a public hearing on use of the 
$101,824.06 in 2015 federal Community 
Development Block Grant funds and then 
approved the budget during the regular

meeting. The budget includes $49,566.03 
for demolition, $26,270 for housing 
rehabilitation, $15,505.62 for senior 
services (grass/snow), and $10,182.41 
for administration. Joan Hennessey is 
the consultant helping the township with 
CDBG funding; 

e Approved the hiring of part-time 
civilian employee Sue Dufrane in the 
police department office. Dufrane, a former 
dispatcher, came in to help when Jewell 
Leonard had to be off for medical treatment 
and now Leonard is back but still has 
doctor appointments to keep, so Dufrane is 
needed to help with the paperwork; 

e Approved holding the 2015 Sumpter 
Country Fest over Memorial Day week 
end; 

e Heard Trustee Don Swinson report 
that the food vendors are lined up for 
the festival and the festival committee is 
working on other details. He also read a 
letter from a parent thanking the township 
for the children’s Christmas party and 
the presents. Also, Trustee Swinson, said 
Supervisor Morgan did a fantastic job in 
speaking about Sumpter at the Chamber of 
Commerce’s recent luncheon; 

¢ Heard Trustee Hamm announce that the 
Public Service Credit Union, now open in 
the Community Center, will close. Its last 
day open is March 6. Treasurer Alan Bates 
clarified that just this branch is closing. 
They are not going out of business, he said. 
“They tried to make it work and it just 
didn’t work,” said Supervisor Morgan; 

e Heard Supervisor Morgan say that the 
library reminds everyone to fill out a library 
survey, so the library board will know what 
the public wants; 

e Heard Trustee Matthew Oddy report 
on the committee work on the marijuana 
provisionary centers ordinance. The 
committee also has been asked to look at 
the 2011 Caregivers ordinance to make sure 
it’s being applied in the way it was written. 
He said they hope to have something on

by March so they can put it in place in the 
township. Attorney Rob Young said people 
are welcome to attend the meetings which 
are every other Thursday at 5:30 p.m. at 
the township. The township currently has a 
moratorium on provisionary centers; 

e Heard Mary Ban ask about giving 
financial support to the museum. Supervisor 
Morgan said he has talked to other board 
members about it. If Sumpter gave $10,000 
to match the city of Belleville’s donation 
that still wouldn’t be enough to keep 
the museum going. He said Van Buren 
Township said it gives $32,000 a year.

Hamm said the 
power pole snapped right in half and was 
dangling from wires. “I thought it would 
be a day and a half to fix it,’ Hamm said, 
noting he was amazed when DTE brought a 
machine in, propped up the wires, and then 
by the next morning there was a brand new 
pole in place. Ban said she was glad all the 
people involved were safe, especially the 
township’s police woman; and 

e Heard Ban talk about license plates 
with pink on them like in other states for 
breast cancer awareness.

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McNulty, Mushenheim get NHA 
Diamond Awards for teaching

Michelle McNulty, a fifth-grade teacher 
at Keystone Charter Academy, and Jackie 
Mushenheim, a fourth-grade teacher 
at Keystone, are recipients of National 
Heritage Academies’ new Diamond 
Award. 

The Diamond Award recognizes teachers 
who are in the top quartile for student 
growth over a three-year period. Eighty- 
eight teachers out of 3,500 total teachers in 
42 NHA schools received the award. 

Todd McKee of NHA said in a memo, 
“We call it The Diamond Award because 
the Greek word for diamond means 
‘unbreakable.’ Diamonds are formed under 
great pressure and heat. We understand the 
pressures of our 2020 Goal — that 90% of 
students that have been with us for three 
years or more will be on the path to college 
readiness in reading and math by the year 
2020 — and know the work being done 
under that pressure will produce a beautiful 
result.” 

In announcing the awards at the Keystone 
Academy School Board meeting on Jan. 
15, Keystone Principal Keturah Godfrey 
said the two teachers now are nominated 
as finalists for the Teacher of Excellence 
awards. She said McNulty has received a 
Teacher of Excellence Award every year 
she has taught. 

Principal Godfrey also said she is very 
impressed with the quality of the teachers 
at Keystone this year. 

In other business in the Jan. 15 meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved the reappointment of Carol 
Manley to serve an additional board term of 
three years to expire in June of 2018. This 
reappointment has to go through the NHA 
steps for approval. Manley was not present 
to officially accept the reappointment; 

e Heard Board Member Amy Gusfa say 
there is a very good chance this year she 
will be moving out of state. Her husband 
has a good job officer in Cincinnati but he 
won’t accept it until she also has a good job 
offer there; 

e Approved the reappointment of Plante 
Moran as the audit firm for the 2014-15 
fiscal year; 

e Approved the 2015-16 Offered Seats 
Schedule, which is the same as the present 
school year. Seven hundred and sixty-eight 
seats will be offered and include seats that 
will be filled by reenrolling students; 

e Reviewed the board calendar set for 
the 2015-16 school year, with meetings 
at 6 p.m. on the second Thursday of the 
month; 

e Tabled the Wellness Policy Update on 
the agenda for discussion because the board 
attorney wishes to look at changes; 

e Heard a quarterly progress report for 
schools identified as Focus Schools, as 
required by the state. Keystone is among 
the schools identified by the state as having 


too great a gap between the lowest and 
highest ranking students; 

e Heard Principal Godfrey say they set 
an English Language meeting for parents 
of students who need help with English or 
speak no English, but no parents showed 
up. She said Keystone has 31 Romanian 
students and most of the parents are not 
English-speaking and English is not spoken 
at home. She said a few students came to 
school this year speaking no English at all, 
but most come with some English. She said 
perhaps the parents are too embarrassed to 
come to a meeting and they are looking at 
several options to work with them; 

e Heard NHA representative Chris Caulk 
say new NHA charter schools will be built 
in Novi near the corner of Wixom and 
Grand River and another in North Grand 
Rapids. He said they looked at building 
a charter school in Saline, but decided it 
was not viable. He said they are looking 
at building another school Downriver in 
2016; 

e Heard Godfrey report that Keystone 
no longer has students from Canton since 
now there are enough charter schools 
there. Caulk said there are 66% free and 
reduced lunch students at Keystone and the 
statewide average is 48%; and 

e Reviewed a pie chart showing where 
the Keystone students originally come 
from: Van Buren Public Schools, 63%; 
Lincoln Consolidated School District, 
21%; Romulus Community Schools, 4%; 
Airport Community School District, 3%; 
and School District of Ypsilanti, 2%.

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‘Good deal’ on PlayStation gets VBT teen in serious trouble

What a Van Buren Township teenager 
thought was a “good deal” on a low-priced 
Sony PlayStation 3 brought him a world of 
trouble. And, it didn’t even work. 

Ladale Combs, 19, was charged with 
receiving and concealing stolen goods 
less than $1,000 and was tried on the 
misdemeanor charge before 34 District 
Court Judge Tina Brooks Green on Jan. 28. 
Judge Green found him guilty. 

There were four witnesses, including 
the original owner of the PlayStation, the 
store manager from Belleville Exchange, a 
police officer and Combs. 

After all the testimony was in and Judge 
Green called the parents forward to talk to 
them, she made her decision. 

“It was just a stupid mistake,” Judge 
Green said, after sentencing Combs to 
one year of non-reporting probation and 
payment of $400, which included court 
costs and restitution. 

“When it seems too good to be true, it is!” 
Judge Green emphasized to him. 

It all started at about 2:30 a.m. on Oct. 
25 when Michael Holdstraw answered his 
door on Ash Drive in Van Buren Township. 
He said a man asked for his son and then 
pushed his way into his home. 

He said three or four males came into 
his home and told the people in the home 
to get on the floor. Besides Holdstraw at 
home were his two sons, their friend, and 
Holdstraw’s fiancé. 

He said two men were masked and 
one wasn’t. They took two iPhones, two 
Galaxies, a laptop, a PlayStation 3 with a 
game inside, and a wallet. 

Under questioning by Wayne County 
Assistant Prosecutor Blair Moody, 
Holdstraw said police gave him a lineup of 
pictures and he said he recognized one and 
pointed him out. It wasn’t Combs. 

VBT Det//Sgt. Jeff Gueli said that Shelby 
Valentine earlier that day had waived his 
preliminary exam in that home invasion 
and was headed to circuit court in Detroit 
on Feb. 11. Valentine is charged with four 


counts of armed robbery, a charge of home 
invasion first degree, and a weapons charge. 
He was lodged in the Wayne County Jail 
on $10,000 bond, but has posted bond and 
is out. 

Holdstraw said he did not recall seeing 
Combs at the home invasion. 

Holdstraw did say his fiancé bought the 
white PlayStation 3 for him as a gift. It was 
a special edition and he still had the box for 
it, which contained the serial number. 

The next witness was Det./Sgt. Gueli, 
who said he has been on the VBT Police 
Department for 27 years. He said he was 
assigned the home-invasion case for 
follow-up and Holdstraw provided him 
with a box for the PlayStation 3 that had 
the serial number in it. 

Det./Sgt. Gueli said on Nov. 7 he entered 
that serial number into LeadsOnline and 
found that the stolen PlayStation 3 was 
sold to Belleville Exchange by Combs on 
Oct. 28 at 4 p.m. 

He said he went to Belleville Exchange 
and they produced the PlayStation 3 and 
paperwork that showed they gave $60 
cash for it to Combs. They had Comb’s 
driver’s license number, his home address 
on Madison Drive, and his thumbprint. 

Gueli explained that he uses LeadsOnline 
two or three times a month to check on 
stolen items. He said LeadsOnline is open 
to law enforcement or anybody else who is 
interested as a way to try to reduce the sale 
of stolen goods. 

“It’s a very reliable source,” Gueli said, 
noting you don’t need the serial number, 
but just the type of object. 

He said after he retrieved the PlayStation 
3 from Belleville Exchange and put it in 
the police property room, he and Det. Mark 
Buxton went to Combs’ home to talk to him 
about it. Combs came to the door and they 
asked him to come to the police department 
to talk about the PlayStation, but he said he 
had to get to school within an hour. He said 
he would come after 2 p.m. to talk about the 
item, but he didn’t come. So, they sought a 
warrant for Combs’ arrest. 

In cross examination, Comb’s court-

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appointed attorney Jeff Bowdich asked if 
Combs was one of the suspects in mind for 
the home invasion and Gueli said Combs 
was not a suspect in that case. 

The next witness was Ahmad Nasideh, 
manager of the Belleville Exchange store. 
He said it is a buy, sell, trade shop. He 
said a person brings an item in, and they 
determine what the store can sell it for and 
make a little bit of money and then buy the 
item. It is put in back for 15 days before 
being put up front to sell. 

They enter the item into LeadsOnline to 
make sure it is clear and not stolen, he said. 
Nasideh said he took the PlayStation 3 in for 
cash, paying Combs $60. The sticker from 
the store was still on the white PlayStation 
3 that was entered into evidence in the trial 
and identified by Nasideh. 

“I would not take the item if I know it’s 
stolen,” Nasideh said. “As soon as we got 
the message from LeadsOnline that it was 
stolen, it was the same day the Van Buren

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Village Park ponds to have bubbles instead of water fountains

The fountains of water in the retention 
ponds at Victoria Commons subdivision 
and Village Park in Belleville are pretty 
and, since the water splashes, noisy, too. 

There is a more efficient way to aerate the 
ponds than squirting water up in the air, but 
it’s not as pretty. 

This is what Department of Public Services 
Director Keith Tackett told the Belleville 
Downtown Development Authority at its 
Jan. 21 meeting. 

He was responding to the ongoing 
problem of the pond aerators that keep 
breaking down and needing costly repairs. 
This has been discussed by the DDA since 
fall of 2011. 

After Tackett got done explaining why 
he was recommending diffuser equipment 
for the ponds instead of fountains, DDA 
members unanimously agreed and approved 
going out for bids for diffusers. 


He said the fountains in the ponds now 
work only in the top one-third of the water. 
The diffusers he favored pull up the water 
from the bottom of the pond, oxygenates 
the water, and mixes the water to prevent 
stratification. 

“Stratification occurs when the sun 
heats the surface water while deeper 
water remains cool,” said a report Tackett 
presented from Clemson University’s 
Cooperative Extension Service. 

“The warm and cool layers do not mix. 
While the warm surface water receives 
oxygen from the atmosphere and from 
photosynthesis of aquatic plants and 
phytoplankton, the cooler bottom layers 
become depleted of oxygen because of 
decomposition. 

“Stratification is a significant threat to 
fish health in small ponds because it creates 
a layer of oxygen-depleted water. 

“Under the right conditions this low 
oxygen water can mix rapidly with the 


Come here “The Story” 
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surface waters and dilute the oxygen, an 
event commonly referred to as a ‘turnover.’ 
Severe turnovers often result in fish kills 
because the fish ‘suffocate’ from lack of 
oxygen. 

“A properly designed circulation system 
can prevent stratification and turnover 
events. Circulation systems also can help 
manage nutrients in the pond by balancing 
the trophic state and reducing nutrients 
available to algae and aquatic weeds,” the 
report stated. 

Diffusion systems circulate water 
most efficiently and that’s what Tackett 
recommended. 

“Tt just looks like bubbles,” he said of the 
diffusion process, noting it pulls water up 
from the bottom. 

He said it is just moving water and you 
don’t get a lot of water loss from going up 
in the air in a fountain and it improves the 
health of the water, fighting weed growth. 

Tackett also said the diffusion process 
speeds up deterioration of leaves and other 
things that fall into the pond. That’s means 
the nasty smell that sometimes comes from 
the ponds would be gone. 

And, he said, the equipment is unlikely 
to clog. He said the city has all the 
infrastructure in place and all you’d have 
to do is switch units and plug in. 

To give the DDA an idea of the cost 
involved, Tackett got a sample quote for 
$1,899.98 per system plus a cost per month 
of $28.98 (24/7) for electricity. He said 
the bids may bring lower prices than that. 
There are three ponds and the large pond 
that bends would need three units. 

City Manager Diana Kollmeyer asked if 
there was a benefit for leaving the diffusers 
on year around. 

“Absolutely. It keeps the water open for 
geese and ducks,” Tackett said. 

Kollmeyer said Ford Lake has bubblers 
around the docks and, “It never, never, 
never freezes.” 

DDA Coordinator Carol Thompson said 
there is money in the budget for maintenance 
of the fountains and so they could go out 
for bids and see “what we have to do to the 
budget,” as far as transferring money from 
the fund balance, if necessary. 

“We should get the diffusers and do it 
the right way,” agreed DDA chairwoman 
Rosemary Loria. 

In other business at the Jan. 21 meeting, 


Small Town Service, Small Town 
Values, & Small Town Costs.

Understanding 
Q the Law

This article is a general explanation of 
Michigan’s No-Fault Act without all of the 
details and exceptions. Please raise any 
questions with your attorney about the law 
or procedure that applies to your claim. 

The Michigan No-Fault Act provides 
certain benefits to a person injured in a 
motor vehicle accident without regard to 
who was at fault in the accident. No-fault 
benefits are similar to health and disability 
policies. They generally follow the person 
who bought the insurance rather than the 
motor vehicle that is insured. 

The No-Fault Act requires that the no- 
fault insurer pay all reasonable charges 
for necessary products, services, and 
accommodations for an injured person’s 
care, recovery, or rehabilitation arising out 
of a motor vehicle accident. 

This can include medical expenses 
payable for life and unlimited in amount. 
Medical benefits include such things as 
hospital bills, doctor’s visits, medical tests, 
physical therapy, prescriptions, appliances, 
transportation to and from medical care, 
vans, wheelchairs, home modifications, 
and home or residential care, including 
attendant care provided by family 
members. 

The No-Fault Act also requires that the 
no-fault insurer pay for benefits such as 
wage loss, replacement services, medical 
mileage, funeral expenses, and survivor’s 
loss benefits. 

If you find yourself in the unfortunate 
situation of being injured in a motor vehicle 
accident and in need of help, we urge you 
to speak with your attorney who can help 
you better understand your rights and get 
you whatever relief that you are entitled to 
under the law.

Defense attorney Bowdich asked if 
when Combs met Milly somewhere to get 
the PlayStation, was the item wrapped or 
boxed? Combs said it wasn’t. 

“So, you knew it wasn’t new,” Bowdich 
said and Combs said that he knew it wasn’t 
new. 

Prosecutor Moody said Combs knew or 
should have known the item was stolen. 
And, he paid $50 for something worth 
much more. Although it is a circumstantial 
case, he said Combs should be found 
guilty of receiving and concealing stolen 
merchandise less than $1,000. 

Defense attorney Bowdich said his client 
thought he got a good deal.

Judge Green said she would use HYTA 
(the Holmes Youthful Trainee Act) to defer 
the sentence for a year and if he got in no 
trouble, the charge would be dismissed.

Court Watching: 

Defendant who drove 
ORV on Main Street gets 
his vehicle back 


On Jan. 28 before 34" District Court 
Chief Judge Tina Books Green, Michael 
Woody pled guilty to operating his Off 
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Road Vehicle (ORV) on Main Street in the 
city of Belleville on Dec. 18. 

Woody told Judge Green that Sumpter 
Township told him he could drive on the 
street as long as it was inside the white line 
and he was wearing a helmet.
